CONTRIBUTION TO- 
~ IMPERIAL ARMS. 


In answer to a telegram from 
the Winnipeg Telegram last Fri- 
day, asking the opinion of the 
Board of Trade-on the question 
of aiding, by contribution, in the 
building up of the Imperial Navy, 
a meeting of the Executive of the 
Board was held, and after con- 
siderable discussion, the follow- 


ing resolution was passed: 


While deprecating. any action 
calculated to give encouragement 
to the growth of militiarism in 
this country, we believe that the 
time has. arrived when the in- 
tegral parts of the Empire should 
be consolidated into one imperial 
whole. Canada should,in common 
with all other parts of the Empire, 
move in the direction of such 


Consolidation, and assume her 
share of the financial obligations 
arising therefrom; that there 
should be an Imperial Counctl, 
representing. all: parts of the 
Empire, to deal with imperial 
questions. Carried. 

In the Wominion Parliament on 
Monday a resolution, introduced 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, passed 
the House by a unanimous vote, 
favoring the.speedy organization 
of a navy to work in co-operation 
with the Imperia! Service on the 
line suggested at the Imperial 
conference. Under present con- 
ditions, regular contributions to 
Imperial Arms would not satis- 


factorily solve tne question.

number I will be able to supply 
during each year. 

1 also take this opportunity of 
petitioning the Government to 
undertake without delay © the 
building of the plant, and I pro- 
mise to give it my further support 
by increating the number of hogs, 
raised to the full number my sur- 
rounding conditions will permit. 
Name, location, estimate number 
of hogs.

That Edward Michener came 
out of the recent campaign with 
a olean record is admitted by all. 
He was always careful to confine 
himself to facts, and he most 
successfully met all the mis- 
stitements made against him by 
his opponents and brought dis- 
credit on their heads. Some of 
those statements were ordinary 
political clap trap, some were 
erroneous and opposed to facts, 
and some were malicious and un- 
truthful in the extreme. One of 
the malicious and _ untruthful 
statements was cautioned in a bill 
printed by the Lacombe Globe, 
the Liberal paper of that town, 
and gives Mr. Michener an op- 
portunity of suing that paper for 
libel if he wishes.

NO MORE TRUCKLING. 


(Edmonton Journal.) 


The preponderant majority by 
which the Rutherford government 
has been returned to power places 
upon it a special responsibility. 
It should prove itself worthy of 
the confidence that has been re- 
posed in it. It should show itself 
determined to be the government 
of all Alberta. It has evidently 
received support from many who 
are usually of Conservative ten- 
dencies, and it should reciprocate 
by displaying similar toleration. 
It has a special duty to throw off 
sectionalism and extreme parti- 
zanship, and to give fair and 
equitable consideration to the 
desires and requirements of all 
classes, unbiassed by partizan 
considerations.

Fighting Tuberculosis, 


—o— . 
Modern Woodmen Society will 
Conduct Free Sanitorium. for 
its Members, a business as 
well asa Fraternal 
Proposition. 


i} 


At the last meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the Modern 
Woodmen Society, held at the 
headquarters of the: Society. in 
Rock Island, IIl., it was decided 
to conduct that Society’s sana- 
torium, - located. at Colorado 
Springs, Colo., for the treatment 
of members afflicted ‘with: tuber- 
culosis, free of all charge to 
members. . 

The Modern Woodman Society 
saveral months since, acquired 
1,880 acres of land within seven 
miles of Colorado Springs, and 
has established thereon an up to 
date sanatorium, the tent colony 
plan being employed: The first 
colony was opened for the re- 
ception of patients on Jan. 1, 
1909. Itis equipped to care for 
60 patients, to which number ad- 
missions will be limited for the 
present. 

The tents are octagonal struc- 
tures, with shingle roofs, canvass 
sides, hard wood floors on solid 
cement foundations, heated by a 
central plant, equipped with all 
modern conveniences, such as 
telephones, etc., and each tent 
will accomodate one patient. An 
administration building.for phy- 
sicians, aurses, dining hall, baths 
of all kinds etc., stands in the 
centre of the colony. 

Dr. J. E. White, formerly of 
the Nordrach ranch sanatorium, 
the Medical director in charge, 
states that only those consump- 
tive members who are curable, or 
whose Jives may be prolonged for 
a considerable length of time, 
will be admitted as patients. The 
The wisdom of this rule is ap- 
parent. Rigid medical exami- 
nation is a condition precedent to 
admission will be insisted upon 
in evory case, and special blank 
forms have been prepared for 
this purpose. 

A movement is already under 
way to equip the second colony 
plant of 60 tents. Each tent or 
tent house, completely equipped, 
represents an-expense of $250, 
and a number of local or lodges, 
of the Society have decided to 
donate tents. As there are over 
13,000 1tocal Camps of. Modern 
Woodmen, and over 1,000,000 
members, it is anticipated that 
several colonies will soon be 
equipped in this way. 

The members and local Camps 
of the Society have voluntarily 
contributed to the Sanitarium 
fund over $70,000 and at the last 
national convention a permanent 
tax of ten cents per member per 
year was voted to the support of 
this work. 

The last official Woodmen re- 
ports show that during the years 
1891-1907, inclusive, 14.5 per 
cent of the total mortality, or 
5,156 deaths, were charged to 
tuberculosis, and that 13.9 per 
cent of the total insurance losses 
in those years, or $9,065,000, re- 
sulted from this cause. As the 
mortality _experience of the 
Woodmen Society has been un- 
usually favorably, being but 70 
percent of the expected at all 
ages under the national Fra- 
ternate congress table, a death 
rate of but 6.29 per 1000, or but 
4.98 per 1,000, if the experience 
of the first five membership years 
be included, the heavier in- 
surance losses inflicted upon 
other socities experiencing a 
higher mortality may be conser- 
vatively approximated. 

If the Woodmen Society, with 
its exceptionally favorable mor- 
tality, finds it to be ‘‘Good busi- 
ness’’ to fight consumption in 
this way, why should not other 
fraternal societies, life insurance 
companies, labor organizations, 
the national and . international 
church bodies, etc., find it. pro- 
fitable, from the viewpoint of 
business or benevolence, or both, 
to take such action? 

Each life saved to the Wood- 
men Society, by means of this 
sanatorium, will, it’ is stated, 
represent a saving of $1,700, the

A Half Holiday. 


Editor Red Deer News. 
Dear Sir:— 

Will you kindly allow me a little 
space in your columns for the purpose 
of suggesting that the ‘weekly half- 
day holiday” scheme be started in Red 
Deer. 

I know that the idea willbe appoeed 
by a good many people, on what, to 
them, appear very good reasons, but 
which i Saar hc would be found to 
be purely selfish motives. 

This question is causing a great deal 
of discussion in Calgary and other 
centres, where it is hard to get every- 
one into line, but in a town the size of 
Red Deer [do not foresee any great 
difficulty in bringing the project to a 
successful issue. _ 

Most of the, objections would, no 
doubt, come from the storekeepers, 
who would claim they would lose 
business by closing for a half-day per 
week. This is not so, because the same 
amount of goods would have to be 
bought, and therefore the same 
amount of work und business would 
be done, and in addition the gstore- 
keepers would save the expense of 
lighting, heating, ete., which would 
be necessary were the stores kept open. 

On the other hand, it would allow of 
every man having a little time in 
which to attend to his garden, visit 
country friends, and recuperate his 
lagging mental and physical powers. 
It would also provide a day on which 
the various sporting organizations in 
town could have theirmacches without 
encroaching upon the time of the 
player’s employers, and would at the 
sume time provide amusement for 
large numbers of others who cannot 
or do not care to tke part in the 
games themselves, 

Some would take objections on the 
ground that it would be inconvenient 
to the farmers. On the other hand, I 
think that if the scheme was adopted 
and advertised in the local press the 
farmers would readily understand and 
fall in line with the idea.
